Second 
term takes 
flight in fall 

The first term of the 
Water Wings Literacy 
and Employment Readi¬ 
ness Program wraps 
up at the end of this 
month, and program 
co-ordinator Joe Pillay is 
already looking forward 
to a second. 

Since the beginning 
of February, clients 
at Boyle Street Com¬ 
munity Services have 
received free help writ¬ 
ing resumes and essays, 
career counselling, and 
information on dress¬ 
ing for interviews and 
solving conflict in the 
workplace. 

Also, a deal with the 
Alberta Distance Learn¬ 
ing Centre allows them 
to work on any needed 
courses at their own 
speed and take exams 
without having to come 
up with $700 for an on¬ 
line class, said Pillay. 

“To really help get 
the people we’re work¬ 
ing with out of poverty, 
it’s necessary,” he said. 
“Getting a job makes a 
very big difference.” 

First-term funding 
came from the Alberta 
government, Epcor and 
the Rotary Club, and 
Pillay was recently noti¬ 
fied of more funds from 
Epcor, as well as a grant 
from the Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers Community Founda¬ 
tion — making a second 
five-month term pos¬ 
sible come September. 

When in session, the 
weekday program is easy 
to drop in on between 9 
a.m. and 4:30 p.m. 

“We have a transi¬ 
ent clientele, so if we 
have a program that is 
also transient, the two 
should never meet,” 
said Pillay. “And as 
word spreads, we’re 
expecting to see even 
more clients.”

Delivering pizza isn’t some¬ 
thing Jose Espinoza-Torres 
had done before. 

In fact, the 50-year-old 
wasn’t sure of his options 
when he enrolled in the 
Water Wings Literacy and Em¬ 
ployment Readiness Program 
at Boyle Street Community 
Services earlier this year. 


But what it got him was 
a job. 

“I’m very happy,” he told 
Metro. “And this place, it’s a 
good environment.” 

In four months, more 
than 100 clients have en¬ 
rolled and 20 have found 
jobs, said program co-ordin¬ 
ator Joe Pillay. 

“Many of our programs 
deal with providing social 
assistance, providing food in 
the drop-in, providing safety 
in terms of needles,” said 
Pillay. “Ours is a program 
where we want to be able 
to help you get what you 
want. It’s different in that 
respect.” 

Online upgrading cours¬ 
es had been on offer but 


weren’t overly successful, as 
those with limited literacy 
and resources don’t have the 
time or money to take that 
route, explained Pillay. 

“Because the unemploy¬ 
ment rate in this community 
averages over 80 per cent, we 
thought that providing an 
employment program would 
be useful,” he said. “There 
are other employment pro¬ 
grams but we work with the 
people that don’t probably 
fit those programs.” 

That was the case for Es¬ 
pinoza-Torres, who “ended 
up with the wrong crowd” 
after moving from Mexico. 

“I’ve been here for 25 
years and this program was 
the best thing that ever

One man is dead after two 
tanker trucks collided 20 
kilometres east of Sherwood 
Park Sunday afternoon.

butions, Danielle Smith and 
her rookie MLAs were given 
a blunt reminder of who’s in 
charge under the dome at the 
close of the session Thursday. 

“They pulled out a bunch 
of procedural manoeuvres 
at the end of the week that 
just left my team feeling 
pretty disgusted by it all,” 
Smith said in an interview 
with Metro. “But that’s prob¬ 


ably going to be par for the 
course.” 

On Thursday, just before 
Wildrose MLA Ian Donovan 
was set to give his “maiden 
speech” (a new MLA’s first 
opportunity to address the 
legislature) the PCs abruptly 
moved to adjourn the ses¬ 
sion.

Overall, Smith felt it was a 
successful but “nerve-wrack¬ 
ing” week for the opposition.

“first-day-of-class jitters” and 
will be better prepared for 
the new session in the fall.

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Manhunt on after Magnotta 
apparently spotted in France 


Body-parts case. 

French newspaper 
reports police were 
able to trace suspect’s 
itinerary through 
cellphone activity 


The suspect in the gruesome 
killing and dismemberment of 
a Chinese student in Montreal 
was spotted in France over the 
weekend but police aren’t rul¬ 
ing out the possibility he could 
still be on the move. 

Montreal police confirmed 
Sunday that Luka Rocco 
Magnotta was in the European 
country as recently as Friday 

“The man was seen in 
France, that’s what French au¬ 
thorities told us,” police spokes¬ 
man Ian Lafreniere told repor¬ 
ters. 

Lafreniere cautioned that 
Magnotta may no longer be in 
France, and wouldn’t rule out 
the possibility he had since 
returned to Canada or headed 
elsewhere in Europe. 

“He’s someone who has 
been known to travel, so we’re 
not taking any chances and we 
want to keep an open mind,” 
Lafreniere said. “We’ve received 
more than 360 tips — it’s huge, 
people really want to help.” 



Magnotta, 29, is wanted in 
the slaying of Jun Lin, 33, who 
was a student at Montreal’s Con¬ 
cordia University. Lin’s torso 
was found in a suitcase that had 
been left out for garbage collec¬ 
tion outside Magnotta’s Mont¬ 
real apartment last week. Other 
severed body parts, including a 
hand and a foot, were mailed to 
the offices of political parties in 
Ottawa. 

French media reported Sun¬ 
day that personal belongings of 
the pom actor were found in 
a hotel in suburban Paris. The 
reports said police discovered 
pornographic magazines as 
well as air-sickness bags from 
the flight he took to Paris from 
Montreal. 

Police believe Magnotta fled 
to France on May 26.

Toronto police search for gunman 


Military. Tories redraw defence spending 


The investigation into a deadly 
shooting rampage that set off a 
mass panic at the Toronto Eaton 
Centre focused Sunday on the 
shooter behind the brazen at¬ 
tack, as police and local author¬ 
ities reassured the public that 
Toronto remains a safe city. 

Police confirmed that Sat¬ 
urday’s shooting at one of Can¬ 
ada’s busiest shopping malls 
—which lolled one and injured 
seven others — was a targeted 
act. 

Investigators said the man 
who was lolled, identified as 
Ahmed Hassan, 24, of Toronto, 
had known gang ties. At least 
one of the victims may also 
have gang connections, police 
said. “It may be that both of 
them have gang affiliations ... 
but we do believe that our de¬ 
ceased in this case may have 
had some gang affiliation,” said 
Det. Sgt. Brian Borg. 

Police sounded confident 
they know the identity of the 
gunman, but did not elabor¬ 
ate, saying they did not want 
to influence first-hand accounts 
still pouring in a day after the 
attack. 

Investigators were re¬ 
viewing security video in their 
hunt for the shooter and inter¬ 
viewing witnesses who were 


among the hundreds of people 
in the downtown shopping 
mall when the gunfire empted, 
causing panicked shoppers to 
charge toward the exit in a wild 
pandemonium. 

Seven people suffered either 
gunshot wounds or injuries in 
the stampede. The most serious¬ 
ly injured was a 23-year-old man 
who suffered multiple gunshot 
wounds to his neck and chest. 
He remained in hospital in 
critical condition. 

A 13-year-old boy who was 
visiting Toronto with his family 


suffered a gunshot wound to his 
head and remained in critical 
condition Sunday, though po¬ 
lice said his injuries were no 
longer considered life-threaten¬ 
ing. 

“One idiot with a gun on a 
Saturday afternoon in down¬ 
town Toronto does not speak 
to the state of the city ... 
please do not gauge the city 
on what we saw yesterday,” 
acting deputy police chief Jeff 
McGuire told a news confer¬ 
ence on Sunday.

The Harper government 
is redrafting its extensive, 
multi-billion shopping list of 
equipment for the Canadian 
militaiy in an exercise many 
observers believe will set more 
sober expectations in a time of 
austerity. 

The revision to the Canada 
First Defence Strategy is slated 
to be complete and ready for 
public consumption by fall, 


multiple sources have told The 
Canadian Press. 

Although Defence Minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay describes 
the hallmark plan as a “living 
document,” the reset comes at 
a time when the government 
has been hammered politically 
over the F-35 stealth fighter. 

Defence sources say there 
is a baseline expectation that 
the promises made in the ori¬ 


ginal 2008 document will be 
mostly kept, but whether the 
government will be buying in 
the quantities outlined at the 
height of the Afghan war is an¬ 
other matter. 

Insiders believe that a re¬ 
drafted wish list will take some 
of the bite out of opposition at¬ 
tacks and restore public confi¬ 
dence rattled by the F-35.

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Queen celebrates Diamond 
Jubilee on the River Thames 


London. More than 
one million spectators 
line riverbanks in the 
rain to salute Queen 
Elizabeth M's 60 years 
on the throne 


The River Thames became 
a royal highway Sunday, as 
Queen Elizabeth II led a mot¬ 
ley but majestic flotilla of 
more than 1,000 vessels in a 
waterborne pageant to mark 
her Diamond Jubilee. 

In a colourful salute to 
the island nation’s maritime 
past, an armada of skiffs and 
sailboats, rowboats and pad¬ 
dle steamers joined a flower- 
festooned royal barge down 
an 11-kilometre stretch of 
London’s river. 

With a crowd of rain- 
soalced spectators estimated 
by organizers at 1.25 million, 
the pageant was the largest 
public event in four days of 
celebrations of the monarch’s 
60 years on the throne. On 
Monday the queen will join 
thousands of revellers at an 
outdoor concert beside Buck¬ 
ingham Palace, headlined by 
pop royalty including Paul 
McCartney and Elton John. 
With any luck, the weather 
will improve. Sunday was dis¬ 
mal, with rain scuttling plans 
for a ceremonial fly past, but 
that didn’t stop Union Jack- 
waving spectators forming 
a red, white and blue wave 
along the pageant route. 


Protesters 


Not everyone in Britain was 
celebrating. Hundreds of anti¬ 
monarchists held a riverbank 
protest to oppose the wave 
of jubilee mania — though 
their chants were quickly 
countered by renditions of 
God Save the Queen from 
pageant-goers. 


• "People are sick and 
tired of being told they 
must celebrate 60 years 
of one very privileged, 
very remote and very 
uninspiring head of state," 
said Graham Smith of the 
anti-monarchist group 
Republic. "The hereditary 
system is offensive to all 
the democratic values this 
country has fought for in 
the past." 


The 86-year-old queen 
wore a silver and white dress 
and matching coat — em¬ 
broidered with gold, silver 
and ivory spots and embel¬ 
lished with Swarovslci crys¬ 
tals to evoke the river — for 
her trip aboard the barge 
Spirit of Chartwell, decorated 
for the occasion in regal red, 
gold and purple velvet. 

The queen travelled 
down a river transformed 
during her reign from the 
commercial and industrial 
heart of London to a much 
cleaner playground for 
tourists and pleasure craft.

Tension builds in Egyptian election race 


An Egyptian presidential candi¬ 
date, Ahmed Shafiq, who was 
the last prime minister in the 
regime deposed by last year’s 
popular revolution, lashed out 
at his Islamist rival Sunday, 
warning he and his fundamen¬ 
talist group would monopolize 
power and take Egypt back to 
“the dark ages.”

“It’s a veiy tragic incident, but 
it’s not a police investigation at 
this point as there doesn’t seem 
to be any criminal intent.” 

Sue Kaffka, vice-president 


of sales and marketing at the 
Capilano Suspension Bridge, 
said the park was closed for the 
rest of the day as police inves¬ 
tigated and North Shore Search 
and Rescue crews recovered the 
man’s body.

in Halifax — is an offensive 
stereotype that succeeds 
only in insulting men and 
degrading women. 

In particular, the cam¬ 
paign has crashed and 
burned with women’s rights 
advocates, who argue women 
have for too long been ob¬ 
jectified in advertising and 
the media. 

“We were quite surprised 


and disappointed with the 
approach,” said Irene Smith, 
executive director of the Ava¬ 
lon Sexual Assault Centre, 
a feminist organization in 
Halifax. “It just seems to me 
that it’s offensive to many, 
many women who’ve experi¬ 
enced any form of sexual vio¬ 
lence or harassment or been 
subjected to sexist jokes and 
innuendoes.” 

Halifax Harbour Bridges 
launched the campaign May 
14 to raise awareness of 
speeding, tailgating and tex¬ 
ting while driving on the two 
bridges that span the city’s 
harbour. 

“We wanted to have a 
campaign that’s a little 
humorous, tongue-in-cheek, 
and we also wanted the mes¬ 
sages to come from a person 
and not an organization,” 
said communications man¬ 
ager Alison MacDonald, add¬ 
ing the commission wanted 
to get people’s attention 
with “a strong, female char¬ 
acter.”

Protester threats have forced 
organizers of the Canadian 
Grand Prix to cancel the free 
opening day of the event.

Francois Dumontier, 

president of the Canadian GP, 
said in a statement Sunday 
that organizers had no choice 
in the cancellation. 

“Considering the various 
disruption threats made pub¬ 
lic recently, the free admis¬ 
sion and the naturally (open) 
character of the open house 
day, revealed some risks that 
we could not neglect,” said Du¬ 
montier. “Under these circum¬ 
stances, cancelling the open 
house day was the only action 
we could take. Unfortunately, 
for the fans and our spectators, 
it was impossible to escape 
from such responsibility.” 

The student group CLASSE 
has suggested the race be used 
as a platform for the demon¬ 
strations over tuition fees.

Vatican leaks continue

Pope Benedict XVI celebrat¬ 
ed an open-air mass for one 
million cheering faithful 
Sunday, capping a weekend 
visit to Milan viewed as a 
respite from a Vatican scan¬ 
dal, but fresh leaks of Holy 
See documents have only 
fuelled the intrigue. 

If the new leaks are au¬ 
thentic, the development 
could indicate that the re¬ 
cent arrest of the Pope’s but¬ 
ler might not have stemmed 
the scandal as top Holy See 
officials had hoped. 

The three-day visit to 
Milan during a weekend of 
Catholic events meant to 
boost support for families 
was also an opportunity for 
the 85-year-old pontiff to 
show he is still firmly at the 
helm of his church. On Sun¬ 
day, Benedict announced 
that he hoped to go to Phila¬ 
delphia in 2015 for a similar 


pro-family event. 

The weekend had been 
viewed as a welcome break 
from the so-called “Va- 
tilealcs” scandal. Benedict 
appeared relaxed and at 
ease throughout the visit. 

But the leaks continued 
even during his trip, with 
the daily La Repubblica 
publishing documents on 
Sunday it said it received de¬ 
spite the butler’s arrest. 

One of the letters was a 
high prelate’s complaint 
that he had not been con¬ 
sulted on the approval of a 
liturgy for a Catholic group 
in Spain, while two others 
reportedly bear the signa¬ 
ture of the Pope’s secretary.

Trayvon Martin shooter 
surrenders to police 

George Zimmerman, the 
neighbourhood watch vol¬ 
unteer charged with mur¬ 
der in the killing of Trayvon 
Martin, surrendered to po¬ 
lice Sunday and was booked 
into jail after having his bail 
revoked two days earlier. 

Zimmerman’s legal team 
said in a tweet that he was 
in police custody. Zimmer¬ 
man’s bail was revoked be¬ 
cause the judge said he and 
his wife lied to the court 
about their finances so he 
could obtain a lower bond. 

On Sunday afternoon, 
about 40 minutes before 
the 2:30 p.m. deadline to 
surrender, Zimmerman was 
listed as an inmate on the 
jail website. He was listed 
as being held without bail 
and having $500 US in his 
jail account. 

Prosecutors had said 
Zimmerman and his wife 
told the judge at a bond 
hearing in April that they 
had limited money, even 
though he had raised about 
$135,000 through a web¬ 
site. Defence attorneys said 
the matter was a misunder¬ 
standing. 

Attorney Mark O’Mara 
announced earlier Sunday 
on his website that Zimmer¬ 
man had arrived in Florida 
late Saturday evening ahead 
of his surrender. Zimmer-

Jet crashes into crowded Nigeria 
neighbourhood, killing 153 onboard 


Deadly accident. 

Challenges of life in 
Nigeria underscored 
— not enough water 
available to douse 
smouldering wreckage 


A commercial airliner crashed 
into a densely populated 
neighbourhood in Nigeria’s 
largest city, killing all 153 
people on board and others 
on the ground in the worst air 
disaster in nearly two decades 
for the troubled nation. 

The cause of the Dana Air 
crash was unknown Sunday, 
as firefighters and police in 
Lagos struggled to put out the 
flames around the wreckage 
of the Boeing MD83 aircraft. 
Authorities could not control 
the crowd of thousands gath¬ 
ered around to see the crash 
site, with some crawling over 
the plane’s broken wings and 
standing on a still-smoulder¬ 
ing landing gear. 

Harold Demuren, the dir¬ 


ector-general of Nigeria’s Civil 
Aviation Authority, said all on 
board the flight were killed in 
the crash. Lagos state govern¬ 
ment said in a statement that 
153 people were on the flight 
travelling from Nigeria’s cen¬ 
tral capital of Abuja to Lagos 
in the nation’s southwest. 

The flight’s pilots radioed 
to the Lagos control tower just 
before the crash, saying the 
plane had engine trouble, a 
military official said. The offi¬ 
cial spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity as he was not author¬ 
ized to speak to journalists. 

Rescue officials feared 
many others were killed or 
injured on the ground, but no 
casualty figures were immedi¬ 
ately available. Firefighters 
and local residents were seen 
cariying the corpse of a man 
from one building, its walls 
still crumbling and flames 
shooting from its roof more 
than an hour after the crash. 

President Goodluclc Jona¬ 
than later declared three days 
of national mourning in Af¬ 
rica’s most populous nation.

Thousands of demonstrators 
on Sunday staged the largest 
protest yet against plans by 
Turkey’s Islamic-rooted gov¬ 
ernment to curb abortion, 
which critics say will amount 
to a virtual ban. 

Around 3,000 women, 
ranging from around 20 to 
60 years old, gathered at a 
square in Istanbul’s Kadilcoy 
district. Some carried ban¬ 
ners that read “My body, my 
choice” and shouted anti-gov¬ 
ernment slogans. 

Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan has called 
abortion “murder,” and his 
government is reportedly 
working on legislation to 
ban the operation after four 
weeks from conception, ex¬ 


cept in emergencies. 

Fusun Sirlceci, a London- 
based obstetrician and gyne¬ 
cologist, said in an email Sat¬ 
urday that most women don’t 
learn they are pregnant until 
after four weeks and it is 
also difficult to establish the 
placement of the pregnancy 
sac during that period. 

Abortion is presently legal 
in Turkey up to 10 weeks 
from conception. 

“They say it is my body, my 
choice. Feminists say this,” 
Erdogan said Saturday during 
a rally in the country’s south¬ 
east. “No one has the right to 
abort a fetus in a body.” 

Analysts say Erdogan is 
pursuing a delicate strategy 
of beefing up Turkey’s region¬ 


al power with a large popula¬ 
tion, while trying to balance 
the country’s demographics 
in the face of a high birth rate 
among the countiy’s Kurds, a 
source of concern for Turkey 
since it is engaged in a bitter 
fight against Kurdish rebels 
who want autonomy in the 
largely Kurdish southeast. 

Remarks by members of 
Erdogan’s ruling Justice and 
Development Party, however, 
have also revealed deep-root¬ 
ed moral and religious con¬ 
cerns. 

Sirlceci said any ban would 
also create an illegal market 
for abortions, and have a 
huge psychological impact on 
women.

3 dead in Serbian 
nightclub blast 

A man blew up the entrance 
to a packed Serbian nightclub 
with a hand grenade after he 
was refused admission early 
Sunday, killing himself, a 
friend and a bystander, and 
injuring eight others, police 
and state media said. 

The explosion ripped 
through the entrance to 
the club in Idvor, north of 
Belgrade on Sunday, police 
said in a statement. Around 
150 customers were inside at 
the time. 

Serbian state TV said the 


man and one of his friends 
were among those killed. 

It said he activated the 
grenade after he and three 
of his friends were refused 
entry by the club’s security. 
Three of the injured were 
reportedly in serious condi¬ 
tion. 

Such incidents are not 
unusual in Serbia as the 
Balkan wars of the 1990s 
have left hand grenades 
and firearms relatively eas¬ 
ily available. 

Police said the nightclub 
was open illegally as it had 
previously been ordered 
to close due to inadequate 
fire-control standards.

Corey Hart’s comeback a 
point of ‘pride’ for singer 


Remix. Sunglasses 
at Night singer gets 
inspired to remake 
Truth Will Set You 
Free and bring its 
gay-positive message 
to the forefront 


When Corey Hart included 
Truth Will Set You Free on his 
1988 album Young Man Run¬ 
ning, few among his legions 
of fans likely realized that the 
song was intended as a gay¬ 
positive anthem of affirmation 
for anyone struggling with his 
or her sexuality. 

For one thing, the Montreal- 
born pop star wanted it that 
way. He was intentionally cryp- 
tic in the lyrics of the soaring 
tune, couching the true mean¬ 
ing of its be-yourself-at-all-costs 
mantra in subtext. The reason 
for the secrecy? Hart wanted 
to protect the close friend who 
had inspired the song, someone 
whose sexuality was a source of 
self-doubt and pain. 

Now, Hart is issuing a dance 
floor-friendly remix of the 
tune, one which swaps the 
contemplative soft-rock of the 
original for an icy club groove 
and pulls those themes that 
coursed under the original’s 
surface to the fore with new 
lyrics inspired, in part, by the 
1998 murder of gay university 
student Matthew Shepard. 

And to make positively sure 
those newly prominent themes 
resonate, Hart — who will¬ 
ingly receded from the musical 
spotlight to raise his children 
— will mark his first Canadian 
performance in a decade dur¬ 
ing Toronto’s Pride festival. 

“The gay aspect of this song 
was an important message that 
I wanted to send out there, es¬ 
pecially being a straight man

— I thought it was important 
to say this,” he added. “It was 
important for me to be at a gay 
pride event and to go out there 
and sing the song, and spread 
the message of the song.” 

But it certainly wasn’t a typ¬ 
ical journey to get to this point. 

The idea to re-record his 
24-year-old song began with an 
unsolicited email request from 
a DJ whom Hart had never 
heard of. 

lLove—whose real name is 
Paul Todd — wasn’t writing in 
regard to either Sunglasses at 
Night or Never Surrender. Hart 
was intrigued, but it wasn’t 
until he got to know Todd that 
he became persuaded to revisit 
the track. 

Todd was just a music lover 
from Kingston, Ont., who was 
driving a cab at night to sup¬ 
port his four lads. 

Even though Hart was in¬ 
itially a “little put off” with 
Todd’s first attempt at tackling 
a new version of the song, their 
personalities clicked. 

By then, Hart had made up 
his mind to issue his first single 
in 12 years. Hart felt that Todd’s 
early remix didn’t have enough 
musicality to it, so he sent it 
to musician friends in Toronto 
and Montreal who added tex¬ 
tures until the gleaming song 
found its pulse. Perhaps more 
important to Hart was the op¬ 
portunity to re-record his vocals 
with new lyrics. 

“I felt (it was) necessary to 
take the song much further 
than I had in 1988,” Hart said.

Caesarean 
births linked 
to child 
obesity 

New research published 
in the Archives of Disease 
in Childhood claims that 
C-sections may double 
the risk of childhood 
obesity. Big news, consid¬ 
ering that around one in 
three babies are born this 
way in Canada. 

The study followed 1,255 
mothers and babies 
between 1999 and 2002. 
The babies were weighed 
at birth, six months and 
age three. Around one in 
four were C-sections, and 
those babies tended to 
weigh more than those 
from vaginal births. 
According to researchers, 
there is the “difference in 
the composition of gut 
bacteria acquired at birth 
between the two delivery 
methods.” Apparently 
babies born by C-section 
have more Firmicutes 
bacteria and fewer 
Bacteroides bacteria in 
their guts. (Obese people 
have higher levels of 
Firmicutes bacteria.) It is 
believed that gut bacteria 
influences insulin resist¬ 
ance, inflammation and 
fat deposits. 
Another good reason to 
avoid elective, non-emer- 
gency Caesarean births.

1. Place quinoa in a rice cook¬ 
er with 750 ml (3 cups) of 
water. Cook until tender and 
fluff with a fork. 

2 . Meanwhile, bring a large 
pot of salted water to a boil 
and prepare a bowl with ice 
water. Blanch asparagus, 
snap peas and sweet peas by 
placing them into the boil¬ 
ing water for about 1 minute 
for each batch. Strain and re¬ 
move to ice water for another 
minute to stop the cooking. 


Drain and set aside. 

3 . Remove quinoa from rice 
cooker, place in a large bowl 
and mix with oil, chives, tar¬ 
ragon and lemon rind. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

4 . Season halibut with salt 
and pepper and place on 
a parchment-lined baking 
sheet. Place a sprig of dill on 
each piece of fish; layer each 
with 3 to 4 lemon slices and 
top with 5 ml (1 tsp) of the 


butter. Splash with white 
wine and bake, uncovered, in 
centre of 190 C (375 F) oven 
for about 7 minutes. 

5 . Brown remaining butter 
in a pan over medium-high 
heat. Add lemon juice and 
blanched vegetables and toss 
quickly. Season to taste and 
add toasted almonds to vege¬ 
tables. To serve, arrange qui¬ 
noa and fish on a plate and 
spoon vegetables around and 
over the fish.

Im¬ 
mediately add garlic and basil 
leaves and swirl them in the 
pan or stir continuously to 
prevent from burning.

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Seeking sustainability — in space 



Space mining. 
Harvesting minerals 
and other substances 
from near-Earth 
asteroids a new 
possibility

It’s a fact of life in the space 
age. As vital resources be¬ 
come depleted on Earth, 
an infinite, inexhaustible 
treasure trove awaits us — 
from beyond. 

Space mining, the har¬ 
vesting of minerals and 
other substances from near- 
Earth asteroids, has trad¬ 
itionally been the realm of 
science fiction. But now, an 
innovative company of op¬ 
portunists is actually trying 
to make this happen. 

“Everything is science 
fiction, right up to the 
point where it’s science 
fact,” says Chris Lewiclci, 
president and chief engin¬ 
eer of Planetary Resources. 
“Our approach is to keep 
our eye on the goal of space 
resources, and the develop¬ 


ment of an economy off the 
planet. There are a number 
of things that really have 
only coalesced in the last 
few years that I think make 
this a great time to be con¬ 
sidering this challenge.” 

Fuelling this is the dis¬ 
covery of literally thou¬ 


sands of near-Earth aster¬ 
oids in the past decade. 
These space-borne hunks 
contain huge amounts of 
iron and water, as well as 
valuable rare metals such as 
platinum. 

“These asteroids have 
only a very slight amount of 


gravity,” Lewiclci explains. 
“You don’t really orbit them 
as much as you dock with 
them — like a space craft 
visiting the International 
Space Station. The ability 
to leave that asteroid also 
doesn’t take much energy.” 

Space exploration re¬ 


quires metal and water 
in abundance. But they’re 
heavy, and it costs tens of 
thousands of dollars to lift 
even one pound of material 
from Earth into space. 

The short-term goal 
of asteroid mining is 
to reach for the stars with

materials that are already 
out there. 

“We can take some¬ 
thing as basic as water, and 
turn it into rocket fuel. 
And the ability to refuel in 
space will be critically 
important for travelling 
around the solar system. 
And the iron you find 
in space is so pure, it 
has many of the properties 
of stainless steel.” 

This is a whole new 
level of sustainability — 
a long-term future built 
without relying on Earth- 
bound resources. 

“We’re looking to make 
space exploration com¬ 
mon place,” Lewiclci says. 
“We’ll end up with a pros¬ 
pecting spacecraft in Earth’s 
orbit — maybe as soon 
as five years from now.”

What are some green roofing 
options?

• Recyclable and often made 
with recycled content (steel 
and aluminum) 

• Highly durable, up to 100 
years but the screws will 
only last 25 years 

• Can be installed over as¬ 
phalt shingles 

• Reflect more energy = low¬ 
er cooling costs in summer 

• Ideal for water collection; 
i.e., rain barrels 


First, dispose of the old roof¬ 
ing materials. I’m guessing 
you have asphalt shingles. 

In Canada, about 1.25 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of asphalt- 
based roofing materials 
are discarded each year. 
But asphalt shingles are 
recyclable. Before you hire 
a roofing contractor, ask 
if your old shingles will be 
recycled. For smaller do- 
it-yourself jobs, look for a 
construction waste recyc¬ 
ling depot near you. 

Benefits of metal roofs: 


Avoid copper roofs, which 
take a lot of energy to make 
and create pollution. Also 
avoid zinc to treat rust; 
instead, request a powder 
coating. Finally, ensure 
your aluminum roof has a 
balced-on resin that meets 
national drinking water 
standards to avoid contam¬ 
inating runoff. 

Benefits of recycled rubber 
roofs: 

• They’re often made from 
old tires! 

• Very durable (50 years) 
The biggest problems are 


off-gassing, contamination 
of rainwater and heat ab¬ 
sorption from the black col¬ 
our (increasing your cooling 
bill in summer). 

Benefits of green roofs 
(plants growing over a 
waterproof membrane): 

• Lower cooling costs by 50 
to 90 per cent 

• Minimize rainwater run¬ 
off 

• Act as a carbon sink 

• Reduce the urban heat is¬ 
land effect (cities regularly 
reach higher temperatures 
than the surrounding land¬ 
scape because of the extra 
solar energy they absorb)

tive for most homeowners 
— starting at $18 a square 
foot.

Rajon Rondo had 15 points 
and 15 assists, and scored the 
final three points of the Boston 
Celtics’ 93-91 overtime victory 
over the Miami Heat on Sunday 
night that evened the Eastern 
Conference finals at two games 
apiece.
